S.R.O. 132.— The following bye-laws for the regulation or prohibition ol 
traffic in the streets and lighting of vehicles between sunset and sunrise in the 
Abmedabad Cantonment made bv the Cantonment Board, Ahmedabud in exer- 
cise of the powers conferred bv clauses f4) and (5) of section 282 and section 
283 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 f2 of 1 Q 24) and in supersession of bye-laws 
Nos 14 to 21 of the bye-laws published with the notification of the Government 
of Bombav in the General Department No. 54O0-G/24 dated 29th January 1920 
are hereby published for general information, the same having been previously 
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published and having been approved and confirmed bv (he Central Government 
as required by subsection (1) ol scrtion 284 of the said Act, namely: — 

Bye-laws for regulating the traffic hi street and lighting of vehicles in the 
Ahmedabad Cantonment. 

1. No person less than eighteen years of ape shall drive any motor \ehicle 
and no person less than fifteen ye, -us of age shall drive any other vehicle, 
whether animal drawn or propelled by mechanical power, 

2. Every person driving or pronolling a vehicle, and every person taking 
any animal in any street, shall, except in a case of actual necessity:- — 

(al keep to the left of the sheet when passing a vehicle or animal coming 
in the opposite direction; and 

(hi keep to the right w-hen passing a vehicle or animal going in the same 
direction as himself 

3. No animal shall be ridden or led, and no vehicle shall be driven, in any 
street in a rash and negligent manner 

4. No person shall use any street under the control of the Board in which a 
notice prohibiting thoroughfare has been displayed by the Board. 

5 No vehicle or animal shall be left in anv street without proper control. 

6. No animal shall be trained broken in or led for exercise in any street at a 
time or place prohibited by public notice issued by the Board. 

7. No person shall — 

(a) cause any vehicle, with or without ru animal harnessed thereto, to 

remain in any street, longer than may he necessary for loading or 
unloading or for taking up or setting down passengers; or 

(b) leave or fasten any vehicle or animal so as to cause obstruction In any 

street. 

8. The Board mav prohibit the use of anv of the following classes of traffic 
either absolutely o’- during su’h hours as nnv be notified by the Board in this 
behalf, on any road within the Cantonment limits, nampjy: — 

(1) Motor lorries (2) country carts. (3) ekkas (4) horses out for exercise 
15) laden animats, and (6) hand carts, except when actually crossing 
ru- nroceed'ng to a bungalow, house or shop which cannot be reached 
by any other road. 

9. No bievcle shall be ridden within the limits of the Cantonment unless it is 
provided with a hell and proper brakes; nor shall a bicycle be ridden by more 
than one person at a time. 

10. No person in charge of a vehicle shall take his vehicle, or part thereof on 
to any part of a .street reserved for pedestrians or equestrians, and no person lead- 
ing an animal Shall take such animal on to any footpath reserved for use by pedes- 
trians. 

11. No person driving a vehicle In a street shall, unless there is reasonable 
exeruse for so doing ston his vehicle at nnv nlnre except close to the edge of such 
part of the street as is intended for wheeled traffic. 

12 No person shall take a cart loaded wilh bricks, kanker, earth, stone, metal 
or other loose material along any street, unless the cart Is protected by boards 
on Its sides, front and back the top level of which shall be at least six inches higher 
than the surface level of the material In the cart. 

13 When loading or unloading a cart in a street, the person in chargp of th* 
cart shall cause it to stand parallel to the footpath and close to the edge of the 
carriage wav or if there is no fool path, parallel and close to the edge or that part 
of the street which Is reserved for wheeled traffic. 

14 Evcrv driver of a motor vehicle, traction engine, or steam roller shall, when 
approaching a horse or other animal (whether lod ridden 0 r at lar"e) which has 
become restive or frightened, proceed with special caution, and shall, if required 
to do so by the person, If anv, in charge of such horse or other animal, at once 
alow down or stop the vehicle or engine or steam roller altogether. 
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15. No person shall drive, lead, propel, or allow to remain stationary, any 
vehicle in any street between the hours of sunset and sunrise unless such vehicle 
carries a light or lights in the following manner, namely: — 

(a) Bicycle or tricycle: one bright light affixed to the machine in front, 

(b) Ekka, thela, bullock cart and hand cart: one bright light placed on the 

right side of the vehicle and visible from the front; 

(cl All other vehicles: one bright light placed on each side of the vehicle 
and visible from the front; and, in the case of moior vehicles and 
tongas an additional light visible from the back which shall be ol 
red colour. 

18. Every acetylene gas lamp or other lamp attached to a motor vehicle, which 
throws a powerful or intense beam of light forward so as to be likely to cause 
inconvenience to the public, shall be adequately hooded or screened. 

Explanation. — No ’amp shall be considered to be adequately hooded or screened 
if, when the motor v"hu 'e is standing on a level road. It throws a direct ray of 
light above a horizontal line three feet above the ground. 

17. Any person committing a breach of any ol , hese bve-laws, shall, on convlt?* 
tion by a Msgibrate, be punishable with fine vhbh ' i" <n one hundred 

rupees and. In the case of a continuing > tearh with an additional fine which may 
extend to twenty rupees lor everv clay duiing which su h breach continues after 
conviction for the first such contravention,
